I asked 
myself,” said the auttior of the screenplay (who, 
amazingly enough, was a woman!) “I asked the 
Pentagon and they decided that if an oceanic 
monster threatened the world, or any part of it, 
the Navy would be in charge, since it ar(^ from 
the sea.” Originally it was thought that the hero 
would be an Air Force officer but Washington ad- 
vised differently.

the monster’s story 


How do you create the voice of such a mon- 
ster? 

“Much experimentation went into this phase 
of the picture,” said the producers. “We want^ 
someti^g as terrifying vocally as the monster 
was visu^y.” 

It was decided to use a blend of a high sound 
with a low tone. 

For the low tone the growl of a puma protect- 
ing its young was recorded, liiis threatening 
animal sound of a great wild cat at bay is enough 
to raise the hackles on anyone’s neck. But added 
to that, for the high sound, was the cry of a 
bittern. 

A bittern is a type of marsh bird which emits 
a particularly terrible gasping sound. 

When the gasp of the bittern & the growl of 
the puma were combined into a single sound, it 
was like nothing previously heard by &e human 
ear. 

And it was a new note of fear. 



The Salton Sea is an inland lake in the heart 
of the Southwest which has survived from pre- 
historic times. Because of its natural isolation, 
the Navy has set up a top research station 
where, under close security, they work with un- 
derwater demolition, guided missiles & overwater 
parachute tests. 

A parachute test outfit conducts the last 
routine jump of the day and 2 seamen, Johnson 
& Sanders (Jody McCrea & Wm. Swan) , wait in 
a patrol boat to pick up the jumper.

Twillinger scoops up some of the creepy sub- 
stance and takes it back to the base for analysis. 

“What do you make of this, doc?” he asks Dr.

Twillinger grabs a boat hook and jabs at the 
monstrous thing, puncturing its eye. A hail of 
bullets kills it. 

The lone egg is taken back to the lab and put 
in an incubation tank r^idated to such a water 
temperature that the egg will neither hatch nor 
die. Rogers merely wants to observe it. He tells 
the visiting brass: “In prehistoric times there 
was a creature similar to the one that attacked 
the boat. I was known as a Kraken. It may be 
that these creatures didn’t die out completely 
but lie in suspended animation on the ocean 
floor.” 

It is theorized that the underwater demolition 
tests probably opened up a fissure, reviving the 


horrors & their eggs. They can lay an incredible 
number of eggs. It is re^zed that all the eggs 
must be found & destroyed and the people warn- 
ed to keep away from the beaches. 

But one foolhardy girl meets her sweetheart 
on the seashore by nite and they go for a swim. 
One of the giant horrors drags them beneath 
the waves! Tlie next day only the clothes of the 
young lovers are found . . . smeared with the 
tell-tale jeUy-like substance.

By following huge slime trails left by the mon- 
sters’ bodies it is discovered that the Krakens 
have headed for the Salton Sea canals. At one 
of these an old Gatekeeper at one of the locks 
shoos off some kids. Later at night, hearing 
noises, he thinks the young people have return- 
ed, goes out, looks aroimd — and falls victim to 
the hideous monster that rises up behind him.

Boris Karloff started at the TOP of terror's ladder— then, role by role, built rungs higher & 
higher till his reputation towered above them all: 

Bela Lugosi . . . Refer Lorre . . . Lionel Atwill . . . Dwighf Frye . . . John Carradine . . . Lon 
Chaney Jr. . . . Vincent Price . . . Christopher Lee — each a name to conjure with in Fright Films' Hall 
of Fame. But crowning all the rest, to the Talking Era what LON CHANEY was to the Silent, the

And speaking of topnotch roles, right off the 
bat his characterization of Mord comes to mind. 

Mord the Merciless. The Iron Maiden was 
his daughter, the executioner’s ax his constant 
companion. 

And the red blade of his ax was seldom dry. 

Head bald as a half-moon, eyes black as the 
moment of total eclipse, heart cold as the snow 
atop Everest — this was Karloff as the beetle- 
browed bandy-legged hangman of THE TOWER 
OF LONDON. 

Even the blood of Vincent Price turned to ice 
in his veins at the sight of Karloff in 1939 when 
they played (?) together in this nerve-wracking 
film of terror & torture in a less enlightened cen-

A year later (1940) Karloff lost his soul when 
he was condemned to DEVIL’S ISLAND (by 
the cruel hard-hearted Warner Brothers!) and 
there he languished & anguished in both durance 
vile & solitary confinement. Nevertheless, even 
as a pathetic prisoner in the deepest pit, he 
managed to mahe his presence felt. 

“Iron bare do not a prison make” when Boris 
Karloff is behind them and, as usual, he gave 
the best performance in the picture, bar none. 

Even with curly hair Karloff can manage to 
look creepy!

Earlier, in 1933, Karloff returned to the land 
of his birth— England — and there joined a dis- 
tinguished cast to make a motion picture of the 
macabre which horror fans today stUl pray will 
one day appear on terrorvision. 

Ernest Tliesigner lent his brittle bones & 
parchmented face to the film. 

Sir Cedric Hardwicke, seen in THE INVIS- 
IBLE MAN RETURNS & THE GHOST OF 
FRANKENSTEIN, was featured in the picture. 

The movie even had Sir Ralph Richardson in 
it, forever remembered as “The Boss” in 
HGWeUs’ THINGS TO COME. 

This particular Karloffilm was called THE 


GHOUL, adapted for the screen from the book 
of the same name. 

Karloff was the ghoul in a role so cool that it 
was positively frigid! 

Robbed on his deathbed of his occult ring, he 
rose from his grave to mete out vengeance to the 
living who had betrayed him. 

One look at him was enough to make strong 
men cower & weak women faint, for here was a 
creature from the coflin, who by all things holy 
& natural should be dead, yet he shambled 
among those who had not yet died, vdth a ter- 
rible half-life of his own. 

The dirt of death was caked on his fingers 
when they contracted around a warm throat and 
choked it cold & lifeless. 

His eyes were deepset & glassy, eyes horrible 
with hidden secrets, eyes that had gazed upon 
the unknown and come back from the astral 
plane with the arcane knowledge knovm only to 
those who have met the Grim Reaper face to 
face. 

Bits of decayed flesh flaked off his forehead, 
cheeks, nose, chin, ears, lips, in his zombie-like 
existence, half living, half dead.

Lugosi gives Karloff a new face, alright— one 
that makes him wish he’d stuck to the one he 
had in the first place! Lugosi paralyzes hilf his 
features, carving his newly clean-shaven face 
into a horrible distorted leer, his cheeks & fore- 
head lined with wrinkles. 

In revenge, Karloff gets Lugosi pinned down 
in Bela’s own version of the infamous Pit Pen- 
dulum. 

Karloff, now nearly 80, is currently making 
THE SORCERER in Spain.

I t all began a long long time ago — 1933, to be 
exact— with THE MYSTERY OF THE WAX 
MUSEUM, the classic horror film in which 
Lionel Atwill menaced Fay Wray in an unmask- 
ing scene second only to Chaney’s PHANTOM 
OF THE OPERA. 


Later it served as a vehicle for Vincent Price, 
who did his devilment in 3 <iimensions in 
HOUSE OF WAX. 

Last year South of the Border they made 
MUSEO DEL HORROR (MUSEUM OF 
HORROR), Mexico’s treatment of the ever- 
popular Wax Museum theme. 

Other horror films have touched on the sub- 
ject matter, such as SECRETS OF THE

The latest treatment of this theme is CHAM- 
BER OF HORRORS, a title which once served 
many years earlier for a British film of terror 
with Leslie Banks, remembered as Zaroff, the 
mad hunter of humans in THE MOST DANG- 
EROUS GAME. 

Intended to be the first of a terrorvision series, 
CHAMBER OF HORRORS has ended up as a 
motion picture instead. 


fright in the night 

As the film opens it is long after sundown in 
the city of Baltimore in the 1880s. A macabre 


event is taking place in the wealthy home of 
Jason Cravette (Patrick O’Neal) as a terrified 
Reverend Hopewell (Chas. Seel) performs a 
weird wedding ceremony. 

Weird, because the bride is dead — strangled 
by the hair of her own head! 

The minister performs the unholy marriage 
only because of a loaded pistol pointed at his 
head by the mad killer. 

At the conclusion of the gruesome ceremony, 
Cravette carries his corpse-bride upstairs. The 
minister flees to the authorities where, in the 
presence of Anthony Draco (Cesare Danova) 
and Harold Cavernon Blount (Wilfrid Hyde- 
White) he stammers out the story of the crime 
& horror. 

Police Inspector Strudwick (Philip Bourneuf) 
dispatches Sgt. Albertson (Wayne Rogers) to 
arrest Cravette. But upon his arrival at the 
murder mansion, the young sergeant finds only 
the corpse of the victim.

he axed for it 

Draco, Blount and Pepe de Reyes, a Spanish 
dwarf (Tun Tun) , are all experts in criminology. 
At the same time they are partners in the local 
House of Wax, a famous museum where history’s 
most infamous murders have been recreated 
with lifelike figures. The trio joins Strudwick in 
the search for the crazed killer, encouraged by 
Cravette’s aunt (Jeanette Nolan as Mrs. Perry- 
man). The sadist is discovered in the vice dis- 
trict, cornered, arrested and brought to trial. 
Dr. Romulous Cobb (Richard O’Brien) judges 
Cravette sane and liable for prosecution. 

Sentenced to be hanged by Judge Randolph 
(Vinton Hayworth), Cravette is manacled and 
transported imder guard by rail to his place of 
execution. En route, he attempts escape, seizing 
an ax and leaping from the moving train as it 
passes over a bridge. He nearly drowns in the 


water below and in desperation hacks off his 
own manacled hand. 

return of the strangler 

Except for the bones of one hand, no trace of 
Cravette’s body is found and so the Baltimore 
police write “closed” to the case and the House 
of Wax adds another lifelike figure to its dis- 
plays: Jason Cravette, the Baltimore Strangler. 

But Cravette lives! And returns to Baltimore. 
He has acquired a stump to replace his severed 
hand, a stump that can be fitted with a hook, a 
razor-sharp scalpel or a meat cleaver with gleam- 
ing edge. He has also acquired a helper, a woman 
(L^ura Devon as Marie Champlain) who has 
agreed to aid him in his plan for vengeance. The 
judge who sentenced him to be hanged is the 
first on his list and Marie obligingly lures him to 
a rendezvous with — death. 
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Dr. Jekyll & Mr. Hook? 


Cravette turns the judge into a dismembered 
torso. Unable to identify the remains of the 
corpse, Inspector Strudwick again enlists the 
aid of Draco, Blount & de Reyes. Tliey finally 
figure out the identity of the mutilated body. 

Again the owners of the House of Wax have a 
bru^ crime to add to their mounting number 
of displays and sculptor Blount fashions a rep- 
lica of Randolph’s torso in wax. 

mystery of the horror killer 

The identify of the judge’s murderer remains 
shrouded in mystery while the motivation is 
known only to the audience. 

Ihen Dr. Cobb is slain. His severed hands are 
sent to the police with a cryptic note. Draco 
deduces that the twin killings are part of a plot 
aimed at the systematic extermination of all 
connected with the capture & conviction of Ja- 


son Cravette, a man they all had presumed 
drowned. 

Only two people now remain alive who could 
be the object of Cravette’s crazed revenge: Sgt. 
Albertson, who arrested him, and Draco who 
trailed him to his hiding place. 

A careful police trap is set at -the House of 
Wax in an effort to snare Cravette. 

The killer escapes! 

Albertson is murdered. 

Last in line is Anthony Draco. 

In the dead of night Cravette makes his move 
to complete his insane design. He creeps up be- 
hind Draco. His glistening steel hook is poised 
to rip open the throat of the last man he regards 
as his mortal enemy.

Tt all began with Henry Hull. 

That was back in 1935, on the back lot of 
Universal Studios. 

The prop men got busy, propped up some 
huge boulders, planted a rare mariphasa lumina 
lupina (the fabled phosphorescent Moon Flow- 
er) on the edge of a rocky, rugged cliff, and lo! 
the back lot was transformed into far distant 
exotic Tibet . . . the same Tibet of the yeti, the 
Abominable Snowman; the very Tibet where, 


2 years later, Ronald Colman was to crash be 
yond the LOST HORIZON and find Shangri-La 

But Henry Hull (known in the picture, THE 
WEREWOLF OF LONDON, as Dr. Glendon) 
found no lost Utopia in Tibet. 

No. 

Quite the contrary. 

Instead he found a dreadful destiny. 

A fate worse than death. 

A living hell when he met Warner Oland — 
werewolf First Class. 

And was fatally bitten by this “Dr. Yogami.” 

Becoming, himself, a lycanthrope! 
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change for the worse 

Several times during the unfolding of the reels 
of WEREWOLF OF LONDON Henry Hull un- 
derwent changes from man to monster. The edi- 
tor remembers being somewhat disappointed 
originally at the “dieaty” method of change, 
having been spoiled several years earlier in 1932 
with the plain view alteration of Dr. Jekyll into 
Mr. Hyde in the Academy Award-winning 
Fredric March version. In the Robert Louis 
Stevenson classic the good doctor turned into 
the bad “actor” before your very eyes, hair vis- 
ibly sprouting on his hands & face. 

In WEREWOLF OF LONDON, small 
changes in appearance would take place as Dr. 
Glendon would pace around a room, passing a 
wooden beam or some object which temporarily 
hid him from view. 

However, the end result was excellent, pro- 
ducing one of the most realistic werewolves ever 
seen on the screen. 

furry favorites 

One might almost have a contest as to Who 
Was the Best (Scariest) Werewolf? 

Steve Ritch was probably the hairiest in THE 
WEREWOLF (Columbia 1956). You may re- 
member him for his twirly “moustachio.” Or 
what one critic has referred to as “one of the 
best transformation scenes ever seen on the 
screen, when Ritch was trapped in a cave and 
was pleading for his life — T’m alright; I wouldn’t 


hurt anybody’ — and he doesn’t realize it but all 
the time he’s turning into a werewolf!” 

Twelve years earlier Columbia produced RE- 
TURN OF THE VAMPIRE (with Bela Lugo- 
si) . Matt Willis played the man-wolf in this one 
and some fans tend to confuse him with Ritch’s 
make-up. They were considerably alike — per- 
haps, being made at the same Studio, the same 
make-up man created both illusions. But in gen- 
eral Willis was less hairy — and was distinguished 
by a very shiny black moist canine-like nose. 

undying monsters 

A werewolf appeared toward the end of THE 
UNDYING MONSTER (Fox, 1942, from the 
novel of the same name) but if memory serves 
correctly (the editor has not seen the fihn again 
since the firstime 25 years ago) no transformation 
was seen, the lycanthrope simply suddenly loped 
into the picture. Very few stills of the Undying 
Monster exist, unfortunately, and — even more 
unfortunately — what few there are are principal- 
ly long shots. If anyone is in possession of a 
really good sharp close-up still or TV shot of 
said monster, they would be doing all monster- 
dom a favor by sending it in to our editorial 
offices to share with our readers via these pages. 

lurry the lycanthrope 

Of course the most famous wolf man who ever 
lived (?) is Lairy Talbot himself, impersonated 
by Lon Chaney Jr. 


Mon begins to turn info monster as eyes darken, hair sprouts on forehead, cheeks and down ridge of nose. 
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Film historians tell us that a couple of gener- 
ations ago, in the silent days of 1924, there was a 
film called THE WOLF MAN, based on a fan- 
tastic horror book of the same name. So far, as 
far as we know, no one has ever come up with a 
foto of that silent werewolf. (A silent werewolf 
seems kind of a strange concept, considering how 
eerily effective as a goosepimple raiser the howl 
of the werewolf is.) 

But in 1941 Curt (DONOVAN’S BRAIN) 
Siodmak created THE WOLF MAN on paper 
and make-up wizard Jack Pierce transformed 
him into one of fiendom’s most durable crea- 
tions in the person of Lon Chaney Jr. Unlike 
other roles — Frankenstein, Dracula, Jekyll & 
Hyde — where many actors from Karloff to Lu- 
gosi to Carradine to Tracy to Strange to Barry- 
more & more have played the parts, the One & 
Only Original & Unsurpassed Wolf Man has 
always been Lon Chaney Jr. 


“even a man who — ” 

“ — is pure in heart and says his prayers by 
night . . .” You know the rest by heart. Lon 
made his lycanthropic appearance in THE 
WOLF MAN (1941), FRANKENSTEIN 


MEETS THE WOLF MAN (1943), HOUSE 
OF DRACULA & HOUSE OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN (both ’45) and ABBOTT & COSTELLO 
MEET FRANKENSTEIN (1948). He also 
went into his act South of the Border for the 
Mexican FACE OF THE SCREAMING 
WEREWOLF. 

Then there was I WAS A TEENAGE WERE- 
WOLF (Michael Landon, AIP ’57) with the 
role repeated in HOW TO MAKE A MON- 
STER (’58). 

Of course no history of werewolfery on the 
screen would be complete without applause for 
CURSE OF THE WEREWOLF (a far cry from 
Columbia’s CRY OF THE WEREWOLF, 1944, 
which, if it showed a werewolf in it at all, must 
have been a rather uninspired one as neither 
stills nor memories exist in your editor's files) . 
From the ridiculous to the sublime, there was 
WEREWOLF IN A GIRLS’ DORMITORY vs. 
CURSE OF THE WEREWOLF, with Oliver 
Reed turning in a magnificent performance (and 
for the firstime in color) in the latter. 

Latest werewolf in the world is the one un- 
veiled in this article in stills supplied us by Delta 
Productions of England. Harry Nadler is The 
Hairy One, starring in CASTLE OF TERRORS.
